The  Presbyterian  College  chapter  of 
College  Republicans  was  established 
last  year  by  Brad  Ridlehoover  in 
an  elTort  to  enhance  the  awareness 
of  Republican  i.ssues  on  campus.

In  terms  of  natural  disasters, 
this  year  has  been  full  of  many 
tragic  and  unexpected  events, 
hi  the  United  States,  a  series  of 
deadly  hurricanes  swept  through 
the  southeastern  part  of  the 
country,  resulting  in  catastrophic 
damage.
